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FRANCIS PARKMAN.* 





More than thirty years ago the sketches of 
prairie and mountaia life, since collected in the 
volume entitled “ The Oregon Trail,” appeared 
in the “Knickerbocker Magazine.” They 
attracted then the attention due to a very 
graphic account of the great plains and mount- 
ains of our Western territories, of the experi- 
ence of the frontier man and the hunter there, 
and of the traits and customs of the red men 
who roamed over that vast region in all their 
savage glory. As we peruse them now, re- 
membering the mighty changes which have 
been wrought in yesterday’s wilderness, we 
realize that they have a peculiar value of their 
own. For they are a photographic record of 
a state of things which has passed away never 
to return. Their pages reflect, as in a mirror, 
“the grim romance of the mountain trapper’s 
occupation, which is now a memory of the 
past, and the wild cavalcades of Indian war- 
riors, untouched by civilization, with their 
paint and war plumes, fluttering trophies and 
savage embroidery, bows, arrows, lances and 
shields, which will never be seen again.” But 
these sketches have a deeper interest still, as 
the narrative of an expedition undertaken by 
their author as the commencement of his 
preparation for his life work. They are the 
foundation of the great literary undertaking 
which has made Francis Parkman the first of 
American historians. 

It is no discredit to the great writers of 
whom our nation is proud, that this title 
should be ascribed to him. When their ser- 
vices and his to the cause of history are critic- 
ally weighed, the result more than justifies 
his right to wear it. Not only has he excelled

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them all in real contributions to the story of 
our country, but he has rescued a great histor- 
ical era almost from oblivion. And whether 
we consider the grandeur of his plan, the won- 
derful research and diligence shown in its exe- 
cution, his matchless power of reproducing the 
past, or the charm and grace of his style, the 
verdict is still the same. It was the inspiration 
of genius that caused the young college lad 
to resolve to write the story of France and 
England in North America, that sent him into 
the wilderness to catch for himself the last 
gleam of real Indian life, that led him across 
the ocean to examine, with a care which noth- 
ing escaped, the libraries and records of two 
kingdoms, that has made our colonial annals 
as familiar to him as the events of to-day, and 
that has brought him, despite physical ob- 
stacles seemingly insurmountable, well nigh 
to the triumphant acccomplishment of his pur- 
pose. The value of such services increases 
with each year that rolls over us. As the 
days of the pioneer and the colonist, the 
hunter and the Indian fighter, recede from our 
view, the work of him who has preserved and 
re-created their adventure, their heroism, their 
tragedy, and their romance, becomes more 
precious. Others may have helped to gather 
the materials; he has used them as genius 
only could. They have but collected frag- 
ments of the skeleton; he has made the dry 
bones live. 

At the publication of his second work, “The 
Conspiracy of Pontiac,” the reading public 
recognized the advent of a master who set 
before them, as none other had or could, the 
lights and shadows of Indian life and character. 
It brings back those trying times in which “the 
red natives of the soil, led on by a great and 
daring champion, struggled fiercely to avert 
their inevitable doom.” Its pages portray with 
startling vividness that famous siege of De- 
troit, maintained by Pontiac with a skill and 
for a period unexampled in Indian warfare, 
the fall of the smaller garrisons, cut off by 
the panther-like stealth and cunning of this 
foe to the white man, the forest battle of 
Bushy Run, won by Highland veterans whose 
bayonets were bravely faced by the naked 
warriors of the woods, the last scenes of the 
great conspiracy, which took place upon the 
soil of Illinois, and all of the prominent in- 
cidents in the career of that remarkable chief- 
tain whose name it bears. And such an im- 





pression does it give of his greatness, that we 
feel that one may truly say of Pontiac, as did 
Rufus Choate of Philip of Pokanoket, “I would 
not wrong his warrior shade by comparing him 
with any five in six of the Kings of Europe of 
his day or ours.” The two volumes devoted 
to Pontiac and his conspiracy, though the first 
of our author’s historical works in the order of 
publication, chronologically will form the se- 
quel to the completed series of narratives of 
the French and English dominion in America, 
which will make that theme inseparable from 
the name of Parkman. 

“The Pioneers of France in the New World” 
fitly opens the great subject. It tells but too 
faithfully the story of the tragedy with which 
French settlements in America began, an ill 
omen for their future, when the hapless Hugue- 
not colony in Florida was extinguished in 
blood by Spanish fanatics. It follows the bold 
voyages across the Atlantic of the hardy 
Jacques Cartier, whose statue stands to-day in 
the city of Montreal, which owes its name to 
him, and is built on the site of the Indian me- 
tropolis which he, first of white men, visited. 
It recalls the troubled occupation and the 
speedy downfall of French Acadia, where com- 
menced the strife between the two rival na- 
tions for the control of North America. And 
it does full justice to the greater enterprise of 
Samuel de Champlain, “the father of New 
France, whose name is foremost on the bright 
roll of forest chivalry.” We see him sailing 
up the St. Lawrence in his lonely ship, found- 
ing Quebec, defeating the Iroquois on the lake 
which bears his name, by the fire-arms of which 
those fierce savages were too soon to lose their 
dread, exploring the river Ottawa, discovering 
the great Lake Huron, and ever striving faith- 
fully to advance the cclony “of whose religious 
zeal and romantic spirit of adventure he was 
the embodiment.” And, under the spell of 
the magician who unfolds these scenes to us, 
it is not to be wondered at, that as we read, 
“the departed shades of French dominion rise 
from their graves in strange romantic guise, 
and their ghostly camp-fires seem to burn 
again, and the fitful light is cast around on lord 
and vassal and black-robed priest, mingled with 
wild forms of savage warriors.” 

The pioneer was closely followed by the 
missionary. Hardly had the site of the colony 
been chosen, when a little band of friars es- 
tablished there the mission stations which were 
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soon to pass under the control of that power- 
ful order whose labors are described in “The 
Jesuits in North America.” Those high-souled 
men who defied hunger, disease, and death it- 
self in the cause of their church, and whose 
marvellous history so long remained in obscur- 
ity, found at last a worthy chronicler in one of 
another race and religion, who has done them 
impartial justice. Whosoever may seek for ex- 
amples of the highest types of zeal, fidelity, and 
heroism, has but to turn to this book, and read 
of the martyrs Brébeuf and Jogues and their 
dauntless comrades. And, interwoven with the 
tale of their journeyings and their work, he will 
read also a masterly account of the divisions, 
the customs and the superstitions of the native 
tribes of America, of the well-nigh successful 
attempt to form among them a “ Christian em- 
pire in the wilderness,” and of the ruin of the 
hopes of the good fathers, as village after 
village of their converts was swept away by 
the relentless Five Nations. And, strange as 
it seems, it demonstrates that these de- 
stroyers of their own race all unwittingly 
fought on the side of free institutions, by 
the check they gave to the cause of Abso- 
lutism on this continent. “ Liberty may thank 
the Iroquois that by their insensate fury 
the plans of her adversary were brought to 
naught, and a peril and a woe averted from 
her future.” 

The central figure in the “ Discovery of the 
Great West” was La Salle, and his name has 
fitly been prefixed to the original title of the 
work, which was a revelation, even to those 
who dwell in the region described, of much in 
its history theretofore unknown or forgotten. 
It disclosed so much of a:lventure and romance 
with such power and beauty that it created a 
past for a land which had none. The pomp 
and ceremony with which France took posses- 
sion of the West at the rapids of Saint Mary 
are made to pass again before our eyes. A 
new light is thrown on the memorable voy- 
age of the bold fur-trader, Joliet, and the 
gentle priest, Marquette. And the wonderful 
career of the man of fire and iron, Robert 
Cavalier La Salle, is so depicted that we see 
him face to face. The daring enterprises of 
this incarnation of hardihood, energy and mis- 
fortune waited long for a pen worthy to tran- 
scribe them; but it has made them immortal. 
We know now that to La Salle’s far-reaching 
policy was due the securing of what the ex- 








plorers discovered, and that by him, more per- 
haps than by anyone else, was laid the founda- 
tion on which his nation established itself on 
this side of the ocean. 

Of the government which grew up in this 
new colony, the means by which it sought to 
make good its hold, and the reasons for its 
temporary success and ultimate failure, “The 
Old Régime in Canada” treats. It is a record 
of a slow growth, needing constant aid from 
the parent stock, of Indian warfare and mas- 
sacre relieved by occasional valiant feats of 
arms, of strife between civilians or soldiers and 
priests, and appeals to the mother country, of 
royal intervention and mismanagement, of 
transplanted feudalism and fettered commerce. 
And it deduces clearly the causes for the fail- 
ure of French and the success of English col- 
onization. The seeds of dissolution were 
early implanted in the structure of “the wil- 
derness empire of the Great Monarch,” and 
when it seemed most vigorous, its decay had 
already commenced. 

“ How valiantly, and for a time how success- 
fully it battled against a fate which its own 
organic fault made inevitable,” is shown in 
“Frontenac and New France under Louis 
XIV.” The ever-increasing interest of these 
remarkable volumes culminates in the stormy 
life of the gray-haired nobleman who, when 
past middle age, left courts and camps behind 
him to spend a quarter of a century in the 
forests of Canada in the service of his King. 
The versatility, fiery spirit, courage and ability 
of Count Frontenac are shown in his ready 
adoption of the ways of Indian life, his quar- 
rels with civil and religious authorities, his 
warfare with the red men and with the En- 
glish colonists, and the success of the meas- 
ures he devised. In 1701, within three years 
from his death, his successor reaped the fruits 
of his exertions at the Grand Council with the 
aborigines at Montreal, with a description of 
which the book closes. It completed the 
humbling of the Iroquois, and confirmed the 
French alliances with the natives, for which 
objects Frontenac had labored long. He did 
his work well, and a few more such men would 
have made the English conquest still more 
difficult than it was. 

With the record of his administration, this 
series for the present ends. It has recalled, 
like the successive acts of a great drama, the 
eras of the pioneer, the missionary, the ex- 
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plorer, the colonist, and the soldier; and pauses 
while the French dominion in the New World 
is still at the height of its power. But behind 
the curtain another act is in preparation, and 
we await with eagerness the promised volume 
concerning “Montcalm and New France,” 
which shall tell us of its fall. 

It is well to issue a popular edition of such 
writings as these. They cannot be too widely 
read. The books which both charm and in- 
struct are not many after all. And of histori- 
cal works there are few enough of which a 
competent critic can say as of these, “each 
one reads like a novel, and each is the highest 
authority upon the subject of which it treats,” 
and fewer still for which the writer can truly 
claim, as our author can for each of the pro- 
ductions of his pen, that it has been written 
“not in the interest of any sect or race, but 
solely in the cause of historical truth.”

THE MEMORIAL HISTORY OF BOSTON.* 











The most noteworthy publication in Ameri- 
can history which has recently appeared is 
the initial volume, covering the early and 
colonial periods, of the “Memorial History of 
Boston.” The entire work, bringing the nar- 
rative down to the present day, will be com- 
prised in four similar quarto volumes, of about 
600 pages each, and profusely illustrated. 

The present year is the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the settlement of Bos- 
ton; and it has been deemed an appropriate 
occasion to put into an elegant and permanent 
form the annals of this ancient city, which two 
centuries ago was worthily styled “The Me- 
tropolis of the English America.” The plan 
of the work is as admirable as it is unique. 
The subject matter has been divided, under a 
chronological and topical arrangement, into 
seventy chapters ; and each of these chapters 
has been allotted to the writer who is most 
competent to treat it—Mr. Justin Winsor, 
Librarian of Harvard University, being the 
editor-in-chief, and the Rev. Edward Everett 
Hale, Dr. Samuel A. Green, and Dr. Charles 
Deane, the executive committee, under whose 
critical judgment all the contributions pass. 

There is no spot on this continent where

more history of general interest has been en- 
acted than in Boston and its vicinity. The 
struggles of the feeble Pilgrim colony at Ply- 
mouth ; the landing of Winthrop and his stal- 
wart company at Boston ; the rise and devel- 
opment of the Puritan commonwealth ; its 
controversies with the mother country in main- 
taining the original charter ; its Revolutionary 
history ; its educational and religious sys- 
tems; its social manners and customs; its 
progress in population, commerce, and manu- 
factures—these are topics of national and per- 
petual interest, and no one can know much 
of the history of his country who is not familiar 
with the early and later life of New England. 
The best part of our Western energy and cul- 
ture there had its origin. Nowhere in the 
country has historical investigation and criti- 
ism been so sedulously cultivated as in Bos- 
ton and its suburbs. Robert Clarke, of Cin- 
cinnati, some years ago, was asked how he 
could afford to bring out at so much expense 
his “ Ohio-Valley Series.” “ Because,” he re- 
plied, “I have so many subscribers in Boston.” 
The West, as yet, has done but very little in 
the way of sustaining its own historical litera- 
ture. To be one of the hundred members of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society is among 
the highest social distinctions of the city. It 
will be a cheerful indication of the interest in 
historical studies in Chicago, when a member- 
ship in its Historical Society is a similar badge 
of distinction. The editor, the executive com- 
mittee, and nearly all the seventy contrib- 
utors to the “Memorial History,” are mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
or of another similar and flourishing institu- 
tion, the New England Historical and Genea- 
logical Society, with a membership of several 
hundred.

All these names, which comprise only a por- 
tion of the contributors, will be recognized as 
of national reputation in the special subjects 
which have been allotted to them. They are 
here given alphabetically ; but in the publica- 
tion itself their papers are arranged in the 
proper chronological sequence, giving to the 
entire four volumes the form of a connected 
history, each chapter of which was written by 
the person most familiar with the subject. 

The first volume of the “ Memorial History,” 
in its matter, typography, and illustrations, 
fully sustains the prospectus of its publishers. 
“It is printed on fine, thick paper by the Uni- 
versity Press of Cambridge, and its illustra- 
tions are from the Heliotype Company of Bos- 
ton. It is one of the most elegant volumes 
that has appeared from the American press. 





It is issued as a subscription work ; and the 
demand for it is so unexpected, that a second 
edition of the first volume has been put to 
press. 

The volume opens with an Introduction, by 
the Editor, on “The Sources of Boston’s His- 
tory,” which is followed by an_ illustrated 
original poem by John G. Whittier, entitled 
“The King’s Missive, 1661.” Three chapters 
are devoted to the “Prehistoric Period and 
Natural History”; three to the “Early His- 
tory”; and twenty to the “Colonial History.” 
The second volume will treat the “ Provincial 
Period”; the third the “ Revolutionary Peri- 
od” and the “ Last Hundred Years”; and the 
fourth will continue the latter subject, and 
will conclude the work with eighteen chap- 
ters on special topics, such as Education, Li- 
braries, Women, Charities, Science, Bench and 
the Bar, Architecture, Fine Arts, Music, the 
Stage, the Coining and Issue of Money in 
Boston, etc. 

The projectors of this scheme may have 
built more wisely than they knew. Who 
knows but that general history in the future is 
to be written in this way—by allotting chap- 
ters on topics or periods to the specialists who 
are most competent to do it? This is an age 
of specialties and specialists. The Jack-of-all- 
trades has had his day, and is a thing of the 
past. When our people lived in log-houses, 
one man, with his boys, could build a house 
and furnish it besides. Now the architect, the 
mason, the builder, the plumber, the slater, the 
painter, the decorator, the upholsterer, and a 
dozen other specialists, must be brought in, or 
the house is not habitable. Much of the best 
work in the medical, and all in the surgical, 
profession is now done by specialists. So with 
history. Who has made a minute study of 
every portion of the history of the United 
States? Nobody ; the field is so vast that no 
one man can explore it. Every portion of it, 
however, has been explored by somebody. 
The trouble with our general historical litera- 
ture has been that writers, competent to treat 
the portions of our history with which they were 
familiar, have written upon periods and events 
of which they had little or no knowledge. 
Perhaps the outcome from the failures of the 
past to the triumphs of the future of our his- 
torical literature, is in adopting the plan of the 
“ Memorial History of Boston.”

LEARNING TO DRAW.* 





A work from Viollet le Duc, perhaps the 
most eminent modern writer upon architec- 
tural subjects, commands our willing attention; 
especially when we know that it is his last 
work, published since his death. 

“Learning to Draw” is a treatise upon art 
education in the form of a “ Story of a Young 
Designer.” Jean and André are friends, eleven 
years old, the former the son of a respectable 
gardener, the latter of a city professor. Both 
have a strong natural taste for drawing, and 
often compare their sketches—André’s being 
copies from the drawing-book, while poor little 
Jean has no resource but to invent his pictures 
or draw from the objects about him. It comes 
about, one summer’s day when André and his 
parents are in the woods with their humbler 
friends, that they are joined by an acquaint- 
ance of the professor, M. Majorin by name, 
an accomplished but eccentric man of the 
scientific type, who speaks little excepting 
when the conversation rises above the com- 
monplace, but then expresses himself with a 
freedom deplorable in the eyes of André’s 
mother. M. Majorin’s attention is arrested by 
a little drawing of a pet cat, made by Jean, 
which he at once declares shows marks of a 
true and unperverted observer. Attracted by 
the boy’s intelligence he adopts him, and edu- 
cates him after a fashion to delight the soul of 
Herbert Spencer, employing his taste for draw- 
ing as an introduction to many and diverse 
fields of knowledge. Sketches of table tops, 
cubes, and other solids, lead to the study of 
geometry, and this connects itself not unnat- 
urally with the laws of plant-growth, as illus- 
trated by ivy leaves and horse-chestnut buds, 
sketched in the garden. Certain peculiarities 
in the appearance of the setting sun open the 
door for the explanation of the principles of 
optics; while the general foreshortening of all 
visible objects is only to be understood by a 
study of perspective and descriptive geometry. 
A stray bat, captured, chloroformed, and im- 
paled, furnishes a text for the elements of 
comparative anatomy; and geology, survey- 
ing, construction, etc., are introduced upon 
different occasions or pretexts. Completing 
his education by attending the Ecole Centrale, 
and travelling with his patron, Jean, as might 
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be expected, develops a scientific rather than 
an artistic turn of mind, and becomes a suc- 
cessful designer of furniture and useful appli- 
ances of all sorts. Meanwhile little André, 
taking a regular course of classical education, 
relinquishes his drawing for the most part, and 
disappears from view, unless, indeed, he be 
identical with the graduate of the Institute 
who appears momentarily late in the book as a 
candidate for the directorship of the new 
school of industrial design, who fails utterly, 
and is ultimately replaced by Jean. 

The form of the book is on the whole not a 
fortunate one. The moral tale, while it may 
have recommendations for the popular ear, can 
scarcely be managed so skilfully as to be any- 
thing but annoying to the serious reader. 
Madame Cavé’s essays upon drawing and color 
are, it is true, in the form of a series of letters 
to a young lady; but sensible and excellent as 
they are, it is with a certain sense of resent- 
ment that the robust reader submits to be- 
ing called “my dear Julia,” and to being 
patted upon the cheek, as it were, every page 
or two. Even Tyrwhitt’s “Sketching Club,” 
admirable in most respects, is none the better 
for the love-story interwoven with its hints 
upon sketching from nature. So in the pres 
ent book, it is impossible not to recall at times 
the valuable but dreary conversations between 
Rollo and Jonas in the juvenile works of 
Jacob Abbott. 

For example (page 33): 

‘* Have you ever seen a honey-comb?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“You know that it iss composed of cells or little 
tubes of wax placed side by side, which assume the 
hexagonal form; that is to say, a polygon with six 
sides, like the clay tiles in the hall. Do you know 
why these little tubes, or prisms, have a hexagonal 
form’? Can you tell?” 

“No, sir.” 

‘**Do you think they could take another form, that 
of a square, for example?” 

‘*T do not know,” etc. 


In substance, the work is not in any sense a 
hand-book for students, but rather an outline 
of a system of instruction suggested to teach- 
ers. Of the ideal system thus explained it 
may be said without hesitation that if all the 
conditions could be fulfilled it would undoubt- 
edly be successful. A bright and observant 


child who could receive unremitting attention 
from a tutor combining exceptional scientific 
attainments with good sense and a knack of 
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teaching—who, in short, could have a person 
like M. Viollet le Duc always at his elbow— 
would undoubtedly be thoroughly educated by 
this method. He could learn drawing, botany, 
anatomy, and engineering, all at once. But 
the ordinary problem is to meet the wants of 
considerable numbers of pupils together, 
through the agency of trained but not ex- 
traordinary teachers. Difficult as this ques- 
tion is, it is a satisfaction to reflect that the 
movements of education in this country are all 
in the direction of the teaching of this book. 
Viollet le Duc, as is well known, regarded it 
as his mission to break up the tyranny of tra- 
dition which had enthralled the French archi- 
tectural and scientific schools. Especially 
against the classicism of the government 
schools and the Institut he made the most 
vigorous protests. In our own country we 
may find some compensation for the destitu- 
tion of time-honored societies of architecture 
and art, in our freedom from troublesome tra- 
dition; and in so far as the present book is a 
protest against worn-out methods, we have little 
need of it. 

It scarcely needs to be said that the book is 
illuminated throughout by the admirable judg- 
ment and great learning of the author. Noth- 
ing could be better than M. Majorin’s defini- 
tion of drawing: 


‘*I know no more than the child himself whether 
he has any inclination for art. He does not know 
what art is; and it is by no means a question of art, 
which, so far as he is concerned, does not exist.” 

“*But yet you say that you make him draw, and 
that he shows a taste for drawing. Why do you 
not add to this remark that drawing is a fascinating 
art?’ 

“Ah, it is easy for you to get provoked! I know 
that drawing is an art, and that in teaching it you 
teach an art, or how to follow what are called the 
arts. AJ} the reasoning in the world will not prove 
the contrary.” 

“Pardon; a single comparison, in my opinion, 
will convince you that drawing, taught as it should 
be, no more leads a child to become an artist than 
instruction in the French language leads him to be- 
come a poet. It is not my fault if drawing is gen- 
erally taught as seeking for its end a devotion to art. 
To me drawing is simply a mode of recording obser- 
vations by the aid of a language which engraves 
them upon the mind, and permits one to utilize them, 
whatever carcer he follows.” 


Simple as this distinction would appear to 
be between drawing and art, the neglect of 
it has at times led to grave misunderstand- 
ings. A warm controversy sprang up some 





years ago concerning the system of art edu- 
cation adopted in the Massachusetts public 
schools, participated in by the Boston papers, 
the New York “ Nation,” and the educational 
journals, and the disagreement at bottom was 
largely due to the application of the term 
“art education” to what was really simply 
instruction in drawing. Probably few intelli- 
gent and considerate people would seriously 
contend either that fine art proper ought to be 
a regular branch of instruction in primary and 
grammar schools, or that instruction in draw- 
ing ought to be withheld from children who 
would probably employ it all their lives as 
mechanics or professional men. A _ similar 
confusion of terms crept into the discussion 
respecting the retention of drawing in the 
public schools in Chicago, when music and 
drawing were allowed to be classified together 
as “ornamental branches.” The first thing 
the friends of drawing should have done was 
to show that drawing, so far from being an or- 
namental branch, is probably the most practi- 
cally useful of all the studies taught, next to 
reading, writing, and arithmetic. 

“Learning to Draw” is a book of agreeable 
size and appearance, with simple but clear and 
workmanlike illustrations. The original work 
is larger and handsomer than the American 
re-publication, and the illustrations are more 
numerous and elaborate. The work of trans- 
lation appears to have been carefully and in- 
telligently done.

EDGAR ALLAN POE.* 





There is a pathetic drama of no great vogue, 
the chief character in which is a neglected 
poet, who, frenzied by misfortune, flies his na- 
tive town. The rolling years bring no tidings 
of him, and he is believed dead. Meanwhile 
his poems have become famous, and his towns- 
men, reverent of genius now stamped with alien 
approval, have built him a monument. On 
the day of its dedication, the only man who 
can give due significance to this proud memo- 
rial dies at its foot a crazy beggar. We have 
been reminded of this sad story of honor too 
long deferred, by some reflections on the

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posthumous celebrity of an author, the rayless 
record of whose life needs no dramatic dark- 
ening. 

On the 3d of October, 1849, drugged by 
electioneering ruffians, Edgar Allan Poe was 
made to vote in eleven different wards in the 
city of Baltimore. Four days later he died 
in a hospital, the earliest victim to the popular 
demand for the literary man in politics. By 
the end of the quarter century following his 
death, the greater part of his writings had been 
printed in England; portions of them had 
been translated into French, German, Spanish, 
and Italian ; and at Edinburgh had been pub- 
lished the first volume of a complete edition 
of his works with a prefatory memoir which set 
at rest forever the calumnies of Griswold. So 
much had foreign countries done for Poe’s 
fame when in 1875 was placed over his un- 
marked grave, less a token of remembrance 
than a sign of literary resurrection, the first 
monument ever raised in America to the mem- 
ory of a poet. 

To the rapidly increasing list of books re- 
lating to Poe, the present year adds a new 
memoir, prefixed to the Select Works, by Mr. 
R. H. Stoddard ; Mr. Edmund Clarence Sted- 
man’s lucid and brilliant essay, which may well 
be accepted as a definitive estimate of Poe’s 
genius; and two volumes by Mr. John H. 
Ingram, a pleasant monomaniac, who has de- 
voted some years of a life, we hope useful in 
other respects, to the writing of an exhaustive 
and exhausting biography of our author. All 
this literary enthusiasm would seem to indicate 
a revival of popular interest in Poe ; but to us 
it appears largely factitious. Never in im- 
moderate demand, the works of Poe are not 
likely to be more widely read. His melodious 
verses, with their presentment of a single 
mood, shouted by ranting elocutionists and 
parodied by humorists of every degree, have 
grown commonplace. The spread of intelli- 
gence and the decay of superstition have been 
fatal to his stories. Tales of terror at which 
the hair will no longer rise, cease to excite and 
cannot amuse. It will not be denied at this 
late day that Poe was a man of genius. The 
more the pity that he should have wasted what 
might have made the world richer in lasting 
types, in the composition of horrible tours de 
force which must in the end become as little 
terrifying as the pasteboard dragons of a pan- 
tomime. With the writings of Poe, however, 





it is not our purpose immediately to deal. The 
volumes before us lead in another direction. 
Apart from his passion for morbid psychol- 
ogy, his Egyptian belief in sentience after 
death, and the few other qualities which were 
the distinctive marks of his genius, the most 
prominent of Poe’s mental traits was an utter 
incapacity to appreciate the writings of others. 
Had he not proven his ability in creative litera- 
ture, one would infer from his conversation 
and criticism that he was a cheap iconoclast, a 
sort of literary nihilist, without reverence for 
the established, with no respect for authority. 
At West Point his talk consisted mainly of 
charges of plagiarism against authors of the 
highest standing, and disparaging comments on 
Shakespeare, Byron, Addison, and Johnson. 
We have, indeed, the word of one of his fel- 
low-cadets that he never heard Poe “ speak in 
terms of praise of any English author living or 
dead.” Nor were the Greeks more to his 
taste. Of the master-piece of Sophocles he 
wrote, in “The Broadway Journal”: “ There 
is about the ‘Antigone,’ as well as about all 
ancient plays, an insufferable baldness, or 
platitude, the inevitable result of inexperience 
in art.” Artificial himself, he could not under- 
stand the simplicity and repose of the antique. 
As he grew older, instead of outgrowing these 
follies he was outgrown by them. Whenever 
his position of magazine-editor gave him oppor- 
tunity, he laid about him with all the vigorous 
impartiality of an Irishman at Donnybrook 
Fair. He. rejected one of young Mr. Stod- 
dard’s poems on the ground that it had been 
stolen; and not only met its author’s denial 
with the lie direct, but also threatened him 
with personal violence. Of charges of plagiar- 
ism against Mr. Longfellow, he never wearied. 
And as for minor and guilty authors, he was 
not content to let them sink into the obscurity 
which the gradual discovery of their thefts by 
everybody was preparing for them. The sys- 
tematic plagiarist is sure of oblivion, and he 
who squanders time in exposing him only 
keeps him afloat a little longer. Moreover, 
the man who rushes up and down Grub street 
bawling, “Stop thief!” should have honest 
pockets himself ; and Poe had not. The secret 
of Poe’s perverse literary judgments is not 
deeply hidden. With the spirit of envious 
mediocrity, he measured all literature by the 
standard of his own work. “For one Fouqué 


there are fifty Moliéres,” he wrote in one of 
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his essays ; and he commended Hawthorne, in 
whose mightier genius he thought he saw the 
image of his own. His rare praise was be- 
stowed only upon those whom he regarded as 
his intellectual kindred. 

One of the appendices to Mr. Ingram’s vol- 
umes, tastefully entitled “ Lady Friendships,” 
reveals another trait of Poe’s character, which, 
we believe, has hitherto escaped notice. A 
veritable magnet for second-rate poetesses, he 
possessed no attraction whatever for men. 
He appears never to have had an intimate 
friend of his own sex. For women, however, 
he had a fascination which, far from being 
morbid, was rather wholesome and antiseptic. 
His devoted mother-in-law lived to an ad- 
vanced age ; and he inspired an almost undy- 
ing love in Mrs. Whitman, who entered into 
rest in her seventy-sixth year. The cause of 
Poe’s preference for female society is obvious. 
There was no manly restraint about him ; 
nothing of the Spartan. He was always cry- 
ing out against Fate, and only women would 
listen to him. They were literary women for 
the most part ; and this is the way he speaks 
of them in a letter to one of his illiterate loves : 
“ But of one thing rest assured,—from this day 
forth I shun the pestilential society of literary 
women. They are a heartless, unnatural, ven- 
omous, dishonorable set, with no guiding prin- 
ciple but inordinate self-esteem.” Such was 
his gratitude. We strongly suspect that Poe 
was a literary woman in disguise. 

Few readers of Poe can have failed to ob- 
serve the air of portentous learning which per- 
vades his writings. But it was reserved for 
Mr. Stedman to point out that it had its origin 
in the merest sciolism. “Upon a first ac- 
quaintance, one might receive the impression 
that his scholarship was not only varied, but 
thorough. A study of his works has satisfied 
me that he possessed literary resources and 
knew how to make the most of them. He 
easily threw a glamour of erudition about his 
work, by the use of phrases from old authors 
he had read, or among whose treatises he had 
foraged with special design. 
to cull sentences which, taken by themselves, 
produce a weird or impressive effect, and to 
reframe them skilfully. This plan was clever, 
and resulted in something that could best be 
muttered ‘darkly at dead of night’; but it 
partook of trickery even in its art. He had 
little exact scholarship, * * * his stock in

trade was narrow, but for the adroit display of 
it examine any of his tales and sketches,—for 
example, ‘ Berenice’ or ‘The Assignation.’” 
It need surprise no one that this man, who had 
no encouraging word for his brethren, striving, 
like himself, Parnassus to climb, and who 
found his chief enjoyment in practising melo- 
dramatic effects upon distracted women, was 
in his literary methods a charlatan. 

With Mr. Stedman, we “think that Poe was 
bounden for his acts.” But when the last 
word has been uttered concerning his faults— 
and his true biography is but the history of 
them—there remains something to be said in 
explanation, if not in extenuation, of his way- 
ward conduct. It must be admitted that in 
some respects Poe’s lot was a hard one. The 
son of a strolling actress, he was made, at his 
first school, to feel the inferiority of his origin. 
At West Point, whither he went in his twenty- 
second year, looking so old as to suggest the 
humorous fancy that he had come to save the 
appointment of his dead son, he was treated 
by his fellow cadets rather as a butt than a 
comrade. He had expected to inherit a for- 
tune, and he was sent adrift in a world pro- 
vided with no asylums for incurable gentle- 
men. For in one sense Poe was a gentleman. 
He had a gentlemanlike love of luxury, of 
refined environment, of cultured ease. His 
writings show no taint of coarseness. Weird, 
bizarre, horrible, they are never unchaste or 
vulgar. It was cruel that such a man, shrink- 
ing, sensitive, egotistic, should be condemned 
to the literary galleys of forty years ago. 
He was born too soon. Nurtured in this 
kindlier time, his genius might have borne 
better fruit than Black Cats and Red Deaths; 
his poems might have had less sound and 
more sense. Surely he would not have in- 
vented words like Yaanek, Ulalume, Ligeia, 
Weir, Auber, and the rest, to help out his 
laboring verse. The example of the author 
of “ Alice’s Adventures”’ would have been a 
sufficient deterrent. Neither would he, in 
stress of rhyming, have resorted to perversions 
of natural history in foot-notes, as in the case 
of the albatross, which he asserts sleeps on the 
wing—a fact which the late John Phoenix 
affirmed was not known to the most ancient of 
mariners. And this man, clever litterateur, 
if not genius, was doomed to edit trashy maga- 
zines at salaries of ten dollars a week. Indeed, 
taking out the value of his own compositions 
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at three dollars a page, he once performed this 
task, reading all the proofs and doing the 
dreariest drudgery, for four dollars and twenty- 
five cents a week—the wages of contemporary 
cooks and laundresses. It was not altogether 
the fault of publishers either. The struggling 
periodicals of an earlier day, taking inferior 
contributions because there were not enough 
good ones to fill their pages, reprinting old 
matter—Poe himself reprinted much of his 
own writing over and over again in the various 
magazines with which he was connected—had 
no easy conquest of the public ear. It is a 
wonder that from such discouraging begin- 
nings we have developed anything like a dis- 
tinctively American literature. 

We have no private quarrel with Poe. He 
cut up none of our literary ancestors. We 
have not even referred to his personal habits. 
Too much brandy is often explained by too 
little bread. But we desire to enter our pro- 
test against the efforts now making to push 
into the front rank of men of genius Edgar 
Allan Poe, who, never quite inside the Temple 
of Fame, still stood high on the steps so hard 
of ascent, club in hand, ready to brain all 
comers.

PROFESSOR SWING’S ESSAYS.* 





The volume just published under the title 
of “Club Essays” has a manifold interest for 
the people of the West. The West claims 
Professor Swing, from whose pen these essays 
have come, and he has herein furnished a new 
evidence of culture which must be peculiarly 
gratifying to a section which is usually credited 
with only a limited supply of that article. The 
eminent success of a man like Swing is the 
best possible answer to a sneer at the West by 
the snobs in Literature. As an essayist there 
is no writer on the American Continent, with 
the single exception of Emerson, who deserves 
to rank higher than David Swing. His ser- 
mons are essays of the best type,—rich in sen- 
timent, abundant in learning, clear in thought, 
and delightful in expression. Well may all 
Chicago be proud of him!—the Presbyterians, 
that he was once one of them ; and the moral- 
ists and pan-religionists that he has escaped 
from the “pent-up Utica” of dogma into the 
broader field of the humanities.

Another element of local interest in Prof. 
Swing’s new volume is revealed by its title and 
dedication. The Chicago Literary Club en- 
joys the dignity of sponsor, and has the dis- 
tinction of naming the volume. The associa- 
tion is reciprocally flattering. The Chicago 
Literary Club has contributed notably to the 
advancement of ideas and literature within 
reach of its influence during the past few 
years, and Prof. Swing, one of its earliest and 
most loyal members, has now given its mission 
a recognition to which it is fairly entitled. 

The chief interest in this volume, however, 
is neither local nor personal, but consists in the 
source of universal pleasure which its essays 
will open up to all who read them. They are 
not long nor pretentious : they might-be longer 
without exhausting the author’s wealth of in- 
formation and infinite variety of expression ; 
but, coming from Swing, they could not be 
pretentious in any case. The subjects are 
well chosen, and the titles are apt, significant, 
and attractive. Prof. Swing has a remarkable 
faculty for identifying himself with any epoch, 
country, or people whereof he writes. Few 
men could have read the Confessions of Augus- 
tine and extracted from them so intimate a 
knowledge of the lives and motives of the 
early Christians. In the essay entitled “A 
Roman Home,” the author writes as Tiro, a 
slave of Cicero, to his friend Ximenes, and he 
has succeeded in assimilating to a remarka- 
ble degree the style and almost the idiom 
of the time, and the very spirit of the home 
life, which it is his purpose to describe. The 
picture belongs to the genre school, and has all 
the fascination of quaint character and local 
color. “ Parlez-vous Francais” is a bold de- 
parture from the conventionalities and tradi- 
tions of the school and college, which a less 
learned man would scarcely have dared to take. 
The theory of the essay is that much time is 
wasted in the study of language, and this 
theory is applied with considerable impar- 
tiality to the ancient and modern languages. 
There is much to say on the other side of this 
question, and probably no one could argue the 
converse more ably than Prof. Swing, who is a 
rare scholar in the classic tongues and litera- 
ture ; it is possible that Greek and Latin were 
included in his present renunciation in order to 
prepare the way for a timely and useful con- 
demnation of the study of modern languages 
as a mere accomplishment and to the exclu-

sion of ideas. The “History of Love” ele- 
vates that sentiment far above the level upon 
which the French place it when they call it the 
grande passion ; it suggests some generic dif- 
ferences between that love whereon family and 
home are founded, and the transient fancies of 
erotic eccentricity, which cannot fail to leave 
a useful impression upon all readers. “The 
Greatest of the Fine Arts” proclaims that “all 
the other fine arts, separate and combined, are 
feeble of speech compared with Literature;” 
and the theory is sustained with a learnedness 
and grace that comport well with the theme. 
The five subjects named furnish the material 
for a volume which ought to be, and probably 
will be, so successful as to encourage, and in- 
deed constrain, the author to continuous effort 
in the same field. Prof. Swing, as an essayist, 
may attain lasting fame. His writings are dis- 
tinguished by purity of purpose, and are daring 
in thought and aplomb in literary expression. 
A few sentences may be quoted to illustrate the 
third of these descriptions. In commenting 
upon married life in the time of Augustine, he 
speaks of the women’s broken noses, missing 
teeth, and scarred faces, as their “marriage cer- 
tificates.” He makes Cicero’s slave declare 
that “life has been awfully injured when it 
looks only back.” He speaks of a time when 
“a scholar or thinker without the help of Latin 
or Greek was as impossible as a State with- 
out a king or a salvation without a clergy- 
man.” An old-time zealot is described as 
one “whose glory lay in the scarcity of 
his food and in the abundance of his per- 
sonal dirt.” “A sin beyond the reach of 
masses and holy water,” is a sample of 
his occasional satire that cuts deep. Was 
ever superficial learning more aptly hit off 
than it is in the description of people who, 
“having mastered a great many styles of say- 
ing things, are finding themselves in the posi- 
tion of having nothing to say ?” In condemn- 
ing the practice of the great writers who 
have avoided a discussion of the sentiment of 
love as too trifling for their serious thoughts, 
Swing suggests that, “if there is not much in 
the average human heart, it is probable that in 
the head of the philosopher there may be an 
equal scarcity of things of real worth.” Nearly 
every page of “Club Essays” is enlivened 
with bright things, or embellished with beau- 
ties of thought and expression that give con- 
stant delight.

BOOKS FOR THE HOLIDAYS. 





A glance at the recent catalogues and publishers’ 
lists will quickly confirm the impossibility of speak- 
ing of all the fine new books for the holidays, even 
with the entire department of brief notices in this 
issue given up to them. The business of producing 
works for holiday sale, formerly left mainly to 
houses making this a special feature, is one in which 
the leading publishers, both English and American, 
now very generally participate—calling into requisi- 
tion much of the finest literary, artistic, and invent- 
ive talent that clusters about the publishing craft. 
Thus every year holiday books seem to increase in 
number no less than in beauty; and even to men- 
tion their titles and character requires no inconsider- 
able amount of space. The notices following will 
include many of what scem to be the leading and 
most conspicuous books, big and little, of the sea- 
son; though not assuming to include them all, and 
perhaps inadvertently omitting some quite meritori- 
ous and worthy publications. The notices, necessa- 
rily brief, are also necessarily chiefly descriptive in 
character; since the collection is much too large to 
admit of detailed critical mention. To make them 
more fully accord with this descriptive character, 
and for the fuller information of the reader, the 
price of each work will be given—a detail which is 
ordinarily omitted for the reason that prices, sizes, 
number of pages, ete., can in all cases be found in 
Tue Drtav’s very full and trustworthy monthly 
book-lists, which are one of the most important and 
serviceable features of the journal. 


NEW EDITIONS AND ILLUSTRATED WORKS. 


This caption is not intended to include ordinary 
new editions of standard works, but only such as 
are designed primarily and chiefly for the holiday 
trade. In one sense, nearly all books are or may be 
holiday books—since no better holiday gift than a 
good book can easily be found. Many publishers 
choose this season for bringing out new and fine 
editions of their standard works; and the seeker wiil 
in most cases be able to find his favorite poet or es- 
sayist or novelist or historian in form to suit both 
taste and purse, whether these demand the substan- 
tial coverings of every-day cloth or the more elegant 
attire of morocco and calf. But aside from these 
standard editions, there are many re-publications of 
familiar works in novel and striking form, with new 
designs of cover and illustration, whose character is 
at once apparent as belonging almost wholly to the 
holiday season. The larger illustrated books are 
very rich as well as abundant this year, especially 
the folios, which are exceedingly fine, and worthy 
of much more extended mention than we can give 
them here. The perfection of the heliotype process, 
and recent marked advances made in the arts of 
wood engraving and color printing, are particularly 
noticeable in contributing to these results. 

In many respects the most notable of the new edi- 
tions of which we have to speak is the édition de 
luxe of George Eliot’s “Romola.” It is published 


by Smith, Elder & Co., London, in two volumes im- 
perial octavo, and is sent out in temporary canvas 
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bindings. The print is large and black, with a sharp 
and clear impression ; and the paper, made expressly 
for this work, is of the finest quality. The illustra- 
tions, which are of course the most striking feature 
of the edition, are printed on real China paper, and, 
with the exception of the initial letters, are mounted 
on heavy plate paper; the initial letters, also on 
China paper, are mounted with the text. The ap- 
pearance of the book, so generous in material and so 
perfect in every detail of mechanical execution, is 
very rich and sumptuous; and this effect is height- 
ened, with an added charm to the artistic sense, by 
the very spirited and characteristic drawings of Sir 
Frederick Leighton, the President of the Royal 
Academy. The edition is a royal one, and worthy 
of the noble literary work which it enshrines. Each 
copy is numbered, and the edition is strictly limited 
to one thousand copies. The price in this country 
is $25. But as the price of the remaining copies 
has already been twice raised by the English pub- 
lishers, no further supplies can be imported for that 
sum. Before the year closes, the edition is sure to 
be out of print; and collectors who have been fortu- 
nate enough to secure copies will point to them as 
among the chief ornaments of libraries which, how- 
ever fine, can scarcely possess any works finer than 
these noble volumes. 

Few poets have ever gained a deeper hold on the 
affections of their readers than John Keats; and it is 
with a feeling almost of personal gratulation that 
these will view the new edition of “The Eve of 
Saint Agnes,” in which that sweetest and tenderest 
of poems appears with sumptuous provision of print 
and paper, and illustrated with nineteen beautiful 
etchings by Charles O. Murray. So delicately fine 
are these designs, and so harmonious are all the detaiis 
of the book, one hesitates to describe or praise it, 
but feels rather like going at once and bringing his 
and Keats's dearest friend, and saying in triumph, 
“Look!” The honor of the publication of this 
work belongs to Sampson, Low & Co., of London; 
and Dodd, Mead & Co. are the importers of an 
American imprint edition. It is in folio form, and 
costs $10. 

The finest edition of Goethe's ‘‘ Faust” which the 
season brings, and one that will be warmly admired 
by book connoisseurs as well as by all lovers of the 
great German poet, is published by George Kirchner 
& Co. of New York. It is a luxurious folio, with 
beautiful and delicate binding, and contains, with 
the translation of Mr. Theodore Martin, the original 
illustrations prepared for the German folio edition 
by Prof. A. von Kreling. These consist of seventy- 
eight wood-cuts of great excellence of design and 
finish, and fourteen full-page pictures in photo- 
gravure—the latter too exquisite for description. 
The work is one of the worthiest of the high-class 
books of the season, and is sold for $15 and $20. 

The name of the Dalziel Brothers has become 
justly famous in connection with the highest class 
of wood-engraving; and many of the finest of the 
high-priced holiday books evidence their artistic 
skill. Among the rarest achievements of last sea- 


son’s work was the edition of “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
illustrated with one hundred of the Dalziels’ engrav- 





ings, printed on India paper, which sold at $30; 
only five hundred copies being issued. It will be 
considered a piece of good fortune by many who 
last year admired this masterly work from a financial 
distance, that it is produced this season, with all the 
original engravings and letter-press, but minus the 
India paper, in a smaller folio volume, at the low 
price of $7.50. The designs are by Frederick Bar- 
nard and other distinguished artists, and many of 
them have a boldness and strength which throw a 
new light upon the various scenes in the great 
journey “from this world to that which is to 
come.” 

The illustrated edition of “The Vicar of Wake- 
field” contains twelve permanent photographs from 
paintings by Stothard, Mulready, Stuart, Maclise, 
and other prominent British painters who have lent 
their artistic genius to the embodiment of Gold- 
smith’s delightful and enduring conceptions. The 
volume is an elegant octavo, costing $3, and must 
please all who desire a real édition de luze of this 
fine English classic. 

The admirers of that good old book, Walton and 
Cotton’s “ Angler,” will welcome the new subscrip- 
tion edition which Wiley & Sons offer them, printed 
on fine plate paper, and put up, uncut and loose, in 
a unique portfolio, for illustration. This edition is 
limited strictly to one hundred copies; price $25. 
An octavo edition of the same work, with all the 
illustrations, is offered at $8. Both editions have 
the corrections of the editor, the late Dr. Bethune, 
made from his own copy. 

There are a number of new editions of various 
selections from Irving issued this year in holiday 
form, and any mention of these should be preceded 
by some allusion to Putnam's “ Geoffrey Crayon edi- 
tion” of Irving’s complete works, which on many 
accounts is the most satisfactory and desirable of 
any edition published. It is printed wholly from 
new plates, with a large number of illustrations 
made for this edition; and the execution of both en- 
gravings and printing seems so far to be thoroughly 
successful. The set will comprise twenty-seven vol- 
umes, of which eight have already appeared. The 
volumes are sold separately at $2.50 in cloth, $4.50 
in half-calf, and $5.50 in half-morocco. 

The clever pencil of Mr. Charles O. Murray has 
lent a new charm to Irving's “ Little Britain,” “ Spec- 
tre Bridegroom,” and “ Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” 
which are collected in a single volume by the 
Putnams, and profusely and effectively illustrated 
by that gifted artist. The book is handsomely 
printed as well as illustrated, and sells for $4. 

Two small volumes of selections from Irving, pub- 
lished in England, are worthy of much more atten- 
tion than they have yet received in this country. 
They are small octavos, tastefully bound, and con- 
tain a wealth of illustrations by R. Caldecott which 
must delight the heart of any admirer of our great 
American humorist. One of the volumes contains 
“ Bracebridge Hall,” the other “Old Christmas,” 
from the ‘‘Sketch-Book.” They are published by 
Macmillan & Co. at $2 each. 

Winckelmann’s “History of Ancient Art” is a 
standard work which has for some time been difficult 
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to obtain in English, and dccasional copies have com- 
manded high prices. A new edition of this famous 
classic, translated from the German by Dr. G. H. 
Lodge, has been issued by J. R. Osgood & Co.; and 
as a portion of these copies have been prepared in 
large paper with sumptuous binding, the work may 
properly be mentioned among the more substantial 
class of holiday books. The new edition has seventy- 
five fine copper-plate engravings, and is enriched by 
the copious annotations of German, Italian, and En- 
glish critics. It is published in two large octavo 
volumes, which, in cloth, sell for $9; the finer edi- 
tions cost $20. 

A new edition of Mr. Clarence Cook’s well-known 
and admirable work for home-life, “The House 
Beautiful,” is offered by the Scribners at the reduced 
price of $4. The work is one of the most elegant 
and desirable gift-books which could be selected; 
and its presence and influence will brighten many 
happy homes. 

A handsome holiday edition of ‘‘ American Po- 
ems” has been prepared by Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co.,with large paper and red-line border, embellished 
with some thirty illustrations, and a new and taste- 
ful binding of cloth. The poems are very numerous, 
and are selected from the works of Longfellow, 
Whittier, Bryant, Holmes, Lowell, and Emerson. 
The selections are made with good taste, and are ac- 
companied with biographical sketches and notes ex- 
plaining historical and personal allusions. The en- 
gravings seem almost as familiar asthe poems which 
they illustrate—many of them having done duty in 
previous editions ; but with modern facilities for du- 
plicate electrotypes, they are not necessarily the 
worse for their faithful service. Most of them look 
well at any time, and the book is an attractive and 
a good one. It is in common octavo form, and costs 
in cloth $3, in half-calf $5.50, in morocco or tree- 
calf $7.50. 

The popular series of “Tales from Foreign 
Tongues” find their principal sale as holiday gift- 
books, for which both their character and their ap- 
pearance render them very appropriate. New edi- 
tions of these charming books appear this year, with 
prices reduced from previous seasons. The tales 
are “ Memories,” “Graziella,” “ Marie,” and ‘* Mad- 
eleine,” translated respectively from the German of 
Max Miller, the French of Lamartine, the Russian 
of Alexander Pushkin, and the French of Jules 
Sandeau. They are all classics in their own tongues, 
and their singular idyllic purity and tenderness have 
been well preserved in these English translations. 
The little volumes are very tasteful in appearance, 
and are sold in a neat box at $5 for the set; or sepa- 
rately at $1.25 each. 

A work which will delight all who have a taste for 
the beautiful in art and song is “The Lovers of 
Provence”’ (Aucassin and Nicolette), an idyllic and 
romantic “song-story” of the old troubadours, of 
which Mr. Stedman, in his graceful introduction, 
says that it is a “ pearl of medizval literature, * * 
instinct with the beauty of nature and the spirit of 
poesy when skies were fair and poesy was young.” 
The illustrations, many of them exquisite, are from 
designs by Mary Hallock Foote, Alexander Bida, 





Wm. Hamilton Gibson, and Frederick Dielman. 
The poem is translated by A. Rodney Macdonough 
from the French of Alexander Bida, who rendered 
it from the original Provencal; and the book is 
published, in elegant form, by Fords, Howard & 
Hulbert, at $3.50. 

““A Picturesque Tour in Picturesque Lands” is a 
volume which will satisfy the most refined and fas- 
tidious taste. It is in small folio form, bound in full 
velium, richly inlaid with morocco and gold, after a 
special design which is in itself a superb work of 
art. The illustrations, one hundred and fifty in 
number, are printed on India paper, and the letter- 
press is on Dutch paper. The drawings for the 
work were made by the most eminent modern art- 
ists of the various countries described — France, 
Spain, Italy, Germany, Holland, Belgium, Switzer- 
Jand, Scandinavia, Algeria; and they have a strength 
and heauty worthy of so sumptuous and pretentious 
a work. The descriptive matter is prepared by L. G. 
Seguin, a well-known and capable writer. This 
work is one of the most precious gems which art 
has yet produced. The edition is strictly limited to 
three hundred copies for England and three hun- 
dred for America. Each copy is numbered, and 
sells for $35. 

“Dalziel’s Bible Gallery” is one of the most 
elegant illustrated books which the season brings. 
It is a large folio, in vellum and calf, and contains 
sixty-nine India-proof illustrations of Bible subjects, 
from drawings by Sir Frederick Leighton, E. J. 
Poynter, Holman Hunt, E. Burne-Jones, and other 
distinguished artists. The work is in every re- 
spect a superb one. It has been many years in 
preparation, and is notable as giving fine examples 
of the best and most conscientious work of a large 
number of eminent modern British artists, whose 
productions can rarely be seen outside of the walls 
of the Royal Academy. Only a limited number 
of copies have been issued, and these sell at $35 
each. 

Miss Clarkson’s ‘‘ Indian Summer,” published by 
E. P. Dutton & Co., is a fine and unique work. Its 
effect is certainly striking—with its large colored 
plates, sixteen in number, representing forest leaves 
and flowers in their autumnal hues. - So successful 
are these pictures in reproducing natural tints and 
aspects that at a little distance from the eye it is easy 
to imagine that the leaves are real leaves pressed 
upon the page. Selections of poetry, from the 
prominent American poets, accompany the plates, 
and these are made with good taste and propriety. 
The book is an elegant folio, and costs in cloth $6; 
in antique morocco, $12. 

“A Dream of Fair Women” is an illustrated holi- 
day gift-book published by Osgood & Co., in which 
Mr. Tennyson's familiar and exquisite poem is made 
the subject of some forty drawings by leading 
American artists, prepared under the general direc- 
tion of Mr. A. V. 8. Anthony. The printing and 
binding of the book leave little to be desired, and 
many of the illustrations are highly imaginative and 
beautiful. Several might be mentioned which are 
particularly fine, and represent the highest achieve- 
ments in American designing and wood-engraving. 
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The plate of “Iphigenia” (p. 41) is not a success, 
and might be cut out fromthe printed copies, if 
done neatly, with manifest benefit to the book. It 
is published in cloth at $5, morocco at $9, and tree- 
calf at $9. 

“ Home, Sweet Home,” by John Howard Payne, is 
offered by Lee & Shepard as this season's contribu- 
tion to their series of illustrated hymns and songs 
which have become a favorite and standard feature 
of holiday gift-books. The illustrations are from de- 
signs by Miss L. B. Humphrey, and the book, though 
small, is a very compact and satisfactory one. Its 
price is $1.50. 

“ Drifting,” Mr. T. Buchanan Read’s beautiful 
and familiar poem, is published in an elegant form, 
as a holiday gift-book, by J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
The illustrations by Miss Humphrey are charming 
in design, and are in excellent keeping with the 
dreamy spirit of the poem, which is as dainty and 
idyllic as the best of Aldrich’s. The book is ele- 
gantly printed, and costs in cloth $1.50. 

Forty illustrations, by J. R. Weguelin, embellish 
a new edition of Macaulay’s “Lays of Ancient Rome,” 
with “Ivry” and ‘‘The Spanish Armada.” The 
drawings are spirited and powerful, and give a 
new zest to these stirring poems. The volume is 
offered in crown octavo, at $2.25 in cloth, $6 in 
tree-calf, $7.50 in morocco, and $10.50 in smooth 
morocco. 

A book which must be very popular with all who 
unite a love of music to a love of literature is offered 
by Harper & Bros., in “Songs from Tennyson,” set 
to music by various composers, thirty-seven in num- 
ber, including Liszt, Gounod, Joachim, Cusins, 
Sullivan, Barnett, Barnby, and other equally dis- 
tinguished names. The conception of the bouk 
is both novel and happy, and the result is one 
upon which all lovers of music are to be congrat- 
ulated. The fine portrait, and original illustrations 
by Winslow Homer, C. 8S. Reinhardt, A. Fredericks, 
and Jessie Curtis, lend an added artistic charm to the 
work. It is published in royal quarto, at $5. The 
dedication of the work to ‘“‘Her Most Gracious 
Majesty, the Queen,” looks oddly in an American 
book. 

In “ British Painters,” the Appletons have pro- 
duced a companion-work to their “ American Paint- 
ers,” published last year. It contains eighty exam- 
ples of the work of the most famous contemporane- 
ous British painters, including Turner, Constable, 
Mulready, Wilkie, Haydon, Etty, Eastlake, Stanfield, 
Landseer, and Creswick, among earlier painters, and 
Faed, Alma-Tadema, Poynter, Walker, Holt, Paton, 
and Reviere. The work is a superb quarto, the price 
of which in cloth is $6, in morocco $12. A new 
edition of the “ American Painters” contains twenty- 
one additional engravings, making in all one hun- 
dred and four; and few illustrated works show 
higher achievements in wood-cutting art. This 
edition costs $8 in cloth, $15 in morocco. 

“The Treasury of Art” is a large and thick vol- 
ume, comprising two years of “The Magazine of 
Art,” published by Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co. 
The illustrations, several hundred in number, are 
of very great variety, and represent the work of 














some of the best artists of the time. The book is 
sold for $6. 

‘* Pictures from tne German Fatherland ” is a rich- 
looking octavo, with numerous illustrations, the 
character of which is explained by the title of the 
book. It is uniform in style with ‘‘American Pict- 
ures” and “ English Pictures,” and is published in 
cloth at $3.50. 

Messrs. Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co. have pre- 
pared a number of illustrated holiday books of 
great beauty; and of these the most conspicuous is 
the ‘‘ Pictures of Bird-Life in Pen and Pencil”—a 
large and handsomely bound folio, with the perfec- 
tion of letter-press, and illustrations which are a 
most striking example of the excellence of really 
fine wood engraving. It is at once surprising and 
delightful to see what beautiful effects are here pro- 
duced by the simple combinations of black and 
white. The descriptions of the various birds, writ- 
ten by the Rev. M. D. Watkins, M.A., are concise, 
yet sufficiently full for popular information, and 
have a quiet charm in their tone of pleasant affec- 
tion for and familiarity with the lovely little crea- 
tures whose habits and characteristics the writer so 
pleasantly makes known. The full-page illustra- 
tions are from designs by Giacomelli, the great 
master of bird-drawing, engraved by F. Meaulle. 
The price of the book in cloth is $10; in full mo- 
rocco, $17.50. 

“The Bible Gallery” is another notable publica- 
tion of the same firm. It consists of a selection of 
one hundred wood engravings from drawings by 
Doré, with accompanying descriptions prepared by 
T. R. Chambers, D.D. Doré’s drawings of Bible 
scenes are too well known to require comment. The 
book is a handsome crown folio, and is sold in cloth 
at the very moderate price of $6; in full Turkey 
morocco, $10. Among many other attractive holi- 
day books published by the same firm are: ‘Mo. 
rocco; Its People and Places,” an extra crown quarto 
with nearly two hundred illustrations, accompanied 
with entertaining descriptive matter, selling for $6 
in cloth and $12 in Turkey morocco; the first 
series of “ Familiar Garden Flowers” and the sec- 
ond series of “ Familiar Wild Flowers,” each con- 
taining forty beautiful colored plates by F. E. Hulme, 
F.LS., F.S.A..—price of each, in cloth, $5, in full 
calf, hand painted, $7.50, full morocco, $7.50; “The 
Illustrated Book of Canaries and Cage-Birds,” with 
many illustrations, fifty-six of which are full-page 
lithographic plates—a handsome quarto, costing 
$15 in cloth and $20 in full morocco; “The Pic- 
torial Tour of the World,” a crown quarto with over 
one hundred engravings and twelve colored plates, 
the price of which in cloth is $3.50; a new edition 
of the “Great Painters of Christendom,” a magnifi- 
cently illustrated work in royal octavo, comprising 
critical notices of the Italian, Flemish, Dutch, Ger- 
man, Spanish, French, and English schools of paint- 
ing, with biographical sketches of the foremost 
artists of each school, accompanied by portraits and 
engravings after the most celebrated works, the price 
in cloth being $10, half morocco, $15, full morocco, 
$20; and a new edition of the “Adventures of 
Munchausen,” a royal quarto, costing $3.50 in cloth. 
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Osgood’s heliotype works, some of which are new 
editions and others are issued now for the first time, 
are a most important feature of the better class of 
illustrated books. The heliotype process, which 
has been developed by Mr. Osgood in the face of 
grave difficulties and discouragements, and after 
years of persistent effort, is now thoroughly estab- 
lished as a method of illustration which for certain 
purposes is not only vastly superior to any other, 
but which opens up a domain of art quite impossi- 
ble to any process in which the sunbeam is not the 
assistant of the artist. Its advantage over engraving 
in the reproduction of either drawings or sculpture, 
or in representing natural objects, is simply that of 
the photogragh over other forms of portraiture. The 
most important works in the heliotype series are: 
A new revised edition of ‘‘Famous Painters and 
Paintings,” with illustrations from the works of 
Raphael, Correggio, Titian, and others, in a 12mo. 
volume at $3; the “Gallery of Great Artists,” a 
$7.50 quarto, containing twenty portraits from cele- 
brated steel engravings; “Gems of English Art,” 
also a $7.50 quarto, with twenty full-page illustra- 
tions of paintings by the most famous of the modern 
English artists; and “The Titian Gallery,” “The 
Landseer Gallery,” “ The Goethe Gallery, “Gems of 
the Dresden Gallery,” “The Gallery of Great Com- 
posers,” “The Toschi Engravings,” and “Studies 
from Raphael,” all quartos, which are described by 
their titles, costing $7.50 each. The low prices of 
these works, in connection with their fine quality, 
should be remarked. All have descriptive matter 
accompanying the illustrations. 

Two other illustrated books offered by Osgood & 
Co. should be mentioned. One is a new edi- 
tion of Colling’s standard work on “Art Foliage,” 
prepared from the latest London edition, in small 
quarto form, at $10. “Our Indian Summer in the 
Far West,” a quarto volume with full-page photo- 
graphs of scenes in Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Texas, etc., illustrating the descriptive matter of Mr. 
Townsend, of the London “Field,” has been im- 
ported in a special edition by Osgood & Co., at $25. 


JUVENILES. 


Holiday juveniles are almost countless in number 
and infinite in variety this year. Most of them are 
of course, illustrated: a holiday book without pic- 
tures is like a Christmas pudding without plums. 
Some new effects are introduced by colored pictures 
executed with much more pretension to artistic 
merit than the ordinary colored juvenile. 

The most conspicuous of this class is “ Pretty Peggy 
and Other Ballads,” published by Dodd, Mead & 
Co., and containing very beautiful water-colored 
illustrations by Miss Rosina Emmet, an artist of 
singular capacity for producing humorous and fanci- 
ful designs. The illustrations in “Pretty Peggy” 
are strikingly original, and many of the odd conceits 
and exquisite effects may be enjoyed by persons 
long past the strictly juvenile stage. Indeed, we 
shall be surprised if early copies of this and other 
illustrated books for children, such as “ Under the 
Window,” “The Babies’ Opera,” “Kate Greena- 
way’s Birth-Day Book,” etc., are not added to many a 





choice coliection, as, in their way, among the finest 
specimens of artistic book-making. If the expendi- 
ture of high illustrative talent upon the production 
of fine books for children increases in the next few 
years as it has in the past five, we shall need a new 
department in all our choicest and most carefully 
selected libraries. The ballads which the pictures 
in the present volume illustrate are good old 
pieces, and derive an additional interest from the 
original music which accompanies them. “ Pretty 
Peggy” is a square octavo, the price of which is 
$2.50. 

“ Afternoon Tea,” offered by Scribner & Welford, 
is a work similar in character to the one just men- 
tioned. The two form, indeed, a very pretty pair, 
and many purchasers wishing to decide between 
them will doubtless find the easiest solution of the 
problem in taking them both. The designs, also in 
water-colors, are very spirited and effective; and the 
color-printing is exceedingly delicate and artistic. 
The verses are, of course, of minor importance in 
works like these; but we cannot help wishing, in 
this case, the selections were a little more tempting 
in character, and were made with a little more re- 
gard to the quality of the verse. It is almost an 
affront to children to mar their Christmas harmonies 
with rhymes like corn—lawn, sport—caught, etc. 
However, these defects of prosody do not hurt 
the pictures, whick are sufficient to make the book 
quite delightful to old and young. Its price is 
$2.50. 

“ Merry Ballads of the Olden Time,” published in 
London, an imported edition of which is offered by 
Scribner & Welford, has a cheerful and attractive 
cover, and colored and tinted pictures which, though 
perhaps less novel than those last mentioned, are 
much more profuse in number, and are very tempt- 
ing. In the character of its matter it is quite supe- 
rior. It is composed of selections from those good 
old ballads which have been popular with the young 
and old of many generations, and which will delight 
many generations to come. The book is a bright 
and tasteful as well as substantial one, and promises 
to be one of the most successful juveniles of the 
season. Its price is $2.50. 

“The Boy’s King Arthur” may be said to be one 
of the most substantial as well as attractive of the 
books for boys which this season brings or any sea- 
son is likelyto bring. It is edited by Sidney Lanier, 
illustrated by Alfred Kappes, and published by 
Scribner & Co.; and is a worthy companion of 
“The Boy’s Froissart,” published last year by the 
same firm, with the same editor and illustrator. The 
fine but clumsily-constructed old romance of Sir 
Thomas Malory is here presented without its rub- 
bish, carefully edited and symmetrically arranged ; 
and Mr. Lanier’s admirably clear and simple intro- 
duction is just what is needed to explain the plan 
and nature of the work. The illustrations of Mr. 
Kappes, as well as the printing and binding, are all 
that could be desired. The book costs $3; and no 
one who wishes to select a present for a healthy and 
hero-worshipping boy can go much amiss in buy- 
ing it. 

“Old Times in the Colonies” is a juvenile of the 
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better and more permanentclass. Few writers have 
more versatility and uniform excellence than Mr. 
Coffin; and the approval which those severe critics, 
the boy-readers, have long bestowed on his “ Carle- 
ton” books is the best indication of the wide popu- 
larity which may be expected for this attractive 
and useful history. It is written in the easy and 
familiar style which in this author seldom de- 
scends to the commonplace; and with the careful 
and conscientious treatment of his subject, it has 
all the fascination of a story-book. Handsomely 
illustrated and bound, it is published by the Har- 
pers at $3. 

An illustrated edition of so popular a work as Miss 
Alcott’s “ Little Women” could not fail to be a con- 
spicuous feature of the holiday season. The designs 
are two hundred in number, and are in a high de- 
gree characteristic and beautiful. Rarely have the 
conceptions of art and literature more effectively and 
harmoniously reinforced each other. The appear- 
ance of the book is in every way creditable to the 
publishers, Roberts Brothers. The book is a small 
quarto, and sells for $5. 

Susan Coolidge is a name so well known among 
the best of our story-writers for children that any 
holiday-story from her pen is sure to attract the 
attention of the young folks. ‘The Guernsey Lily” 
has, in addition to its charm as a story, so many 
tempting illustrations, and is such a handsome ana 
satisfying volume in appearance, that it must prove 
one of the “hits” of the season. The story is one of 
adventure in the island of Guernsey and other of the 
Channel Islands. It is published by Roberts Bros., 
at $2. 

“ Kate Greenaway’s Birthday Book for Children” 
is a little gem in its way. It isa small, square vol- 
ume, not much larger than a lady’s portmonnaie; 
yet in this small compass it contains, with no 
crowding or bad printing, a neat little verse and 
dainty illustration for each day in the year, oppo- 
site a blank page for diary use. A number of ele- 
gant water-colored illustrations in addition add to 
the charm of this delightful little pocket-book. It 
can be had for $1, $1.50, or $2.50, according to 
binding. 

“Mr. Bodley Abroad” is a work in which Mr. 
Scudder, who has the true knack of entertaining 
children, continues his narrative of the doings of 
the various members of the interesting family of 
Bodleys. The present volume describes travels in 
Scotland, the Low Countries, and various parts of 
Germany; and a few of Mr. Scudder’s charming 
short stories are added. The work is profusely 
illustrated, and has a handsome cover. Published 
by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., at $1.50. 

“The Boy Travelers in Siam and Java” continues 
the series begun last year with an account of travels 
in Japan and China. Few travelling-companions 
could be more genial and entertaining than Col. 
Knox, the author of these works; and his descrip. 
tions are admirably supplemented by the plentiful 
and well-executed illustrations, without which any 
work of this character would be but half complete. 
Harper & Brothers publish the series at $3 per 
volume. 





“The Necklace of Princess Fiorimonde” is a 
handsome juvenile composed of short stories for chil- 
dren, written by Mary De Morgan, and beautifully 
and tastefully illustrated by Walter Crane. A few of 
the stories seem perhaps “too old” for a juvenile 
work ; but there are a number of charming little fairy 
tales to abundantly compensate the children for the 
portions they may feel inclined to “ skip.” Published 
by Macmillan & Co., at $2. 

Any survey of juvenile literature cannot well omit 
that rarest of publications for young folks, ‘‘St. 
Nicholas,” the bound volumes of which form a regu- 
lar and important feature of the holiday trade each 
year. Bound in handsome red cloth, the two vol- 
umes for 1880 are offered at $5; and there is certainly 
no way in which more choice juvenile literature can 
be had for the money. 

The first fifty-two numbers of “ Harper’s Young 
People” (November 1, 1879, to November 1, 1880) 
have been issued in a large volume of handsome 
and substantial binding, at $3. The matter and 
illustrations are of great variety and quantity, and 
of excellent quality; but we cannot help wishing 
the make-up of this admirable journal were such 
as coald exclude advertisements from the bound vol- 
umes. 

“Belle’s Pink Boots,” by Joanna Mathews, is a 
large square octavo book, with a great many colored 
illustrations. Some of the plates are rather over- 
colored; but the story is bright and attractive. Pub- 
lished by E. P. Dutton & Co., at $2.50.—‘‘ Queer 
Pets at Marcy’s,” by Olive Thorne Miller, and ‘‘ Ups 
and Downs,” by M. J. Tilsey, are notable illustrated 
books for children, published by the same firm; the 
former at $2.50, the latter at $2. 

“Little Zee” is a fairy story written by Julia 
Daniels Mosely, and published by H. A. Sumner & 
Co. at $1. The large, clear, black print is a de- 
light to the eye; and some of the illustrations are 
delicate and unique. The story is written in an 
easy and simple style, and will no doubt delight 
all children who have the good fortune to receive a 
copy. 2 
“Chatterbox” for 1880 has the usual variety of 
tempting engravings and interesting reading that 
have long made the work a standard one in juvenile 
literature. Estes & Lauriat are the authorized Amer- 
ican publishers. 


After calling attention—much too briefly and in- 
adequately in many cases—to the literary and artis- 
tic riches of the holiday season, we are glad to pay 
to the greatest living poet of the English tongue the 
tribute of saying that none of these beautiful and 
luxurious books can eclipse in interest the appear- 
ance of a simple volume of his verses. In reserving 
till now the publication of his new ballads, Mr. 
Tennyson has prepared for his friends in both coun- 
tries a genuine and delightful Christmas surprise. 
The edition of Messrs. Osgood & Co. appears simul- 
taneously with the one in England; and it is a 
pleasant thing to know that this American edition 
has the full and exclusive sanction of the poet, and 
that he derives from it a legitimate and honorable 
compensation.
